Arxpnran Navicarron, — Says the London
Graphic:—The spectacle of asronauts qujetly
sailing over the heads of the besiegers of
Paris, bearing despatchesfor the Government
at Tours, and sacks of letters from spétial
correspondents, is maturally irritating to the
German commanders. It is, therefors, [a
matter of course that we hear of schemes
for brivgiog the Paris balloon post to an
ontimely end. The simple efioris of the
Prossian riflemen, who tried to make holes
in M. Nadar's silken globe at a height of
something like two miles and a Lalf, necessa-
rily failed; nor were the bombs, which were
directed to the same object, more suceessful,
It is obvious that if ballooning is to be pat
a stop to, it must be by some means
of the same kind. Indeed, the Prus.
siens are already reported to have sent
a balloon of their own in pursuit of the last
serinl travelling post-office that ascended
from the heights of Montmartre. The effort,
it is true, does not seem to have been snc-
ceasful; but il may be assumed that it will be
renewed with more oareful preparation. A
letter balloon, chased by another balloon con-
veying skilled sharpshooters, must necessarily
oarry arws, or risk the fate of the helpless buz-
zard when the hawk swoops down with re-
lentless beak, The prospects of the British
tourist, who persists in wandering about
France at this time, and regards the war as
an entertaining spectacle, are evidently im-
proving, There has beenlately almost asurfeit
of suggestions for new modes of warfare—from
the vulgur petroleum bottle to the more ter-
rible and mysterious canister of piorate of

otass; but a balloon duel carried en at a

eight of two miles and a half is an idea at
once mnovel and suggestive. The Geneva
Convention would not perhaps preclade the
use of explosive bullets when only directed
sgainst an enemy's wilk, and humanity seems
to suggest that the intrepid aeronaut, when
fnirly beaten, might be penmitted to abandon
his bags and make biz deseent in a parachute,
Warfare of this kind is evideutly capable of
extension, and it is gnite possible that after-
dinper orators may one day be called upon
to respond to the toast of ‘‘Her Majesty's
land, sea, and aerial forces."

The exact period at which the first bridge
scross the Thames, uniting London and
Southwark, was erected **no man knoweth."
It must have been at a very early period of
our history. Such a bridge, we know, is
mentioned as existing in tho times of Ethel-
red, for in the laws of that august poten-
tate is specified the enforcement of a toll or
taxupon &ll vessels coming to Billingsgate,
or ad Pentem, Thus a bridge clearly existed
in the days of Ethelred. William of
Malmesbury, slso, a very early authority,
makes mention of *“‘this bridge at London.”
We thiok it conld mot have been earlier
than A. D. 003, for in that year
there can be no doubt that TUgnlaf
the Dane ‘‘sailed up the river as far
as Stiancs,"” Jas say the Saxon chronicles, and
80, of course, at that period there counld have
been no L;idﬁe to oppose his progress; and
we are sure that it was pot later than A, D.
1016, for tlie same authority declares that at
that date Canute the Great, King of Den-
mark, in besieging London, found the bridge
& great obstacle, it being no doubt ﬁtrong:i‘v
fortified, His ingenuity, however, enabled
him to hit upon an expedient. He cnt a vast
ditei on the south side of the Thames at
Retherbitbe, whioh he coutinued, at a dis-
tance frowm the bridge, in the form of a semi-
cirele, until it opened into the river
west of the bridge. Through this he drew
bis shkips, and effectually cowmpleted the
blockade of the city, Of course, we are not
bound to believe this lmplicitly, but, at
least, 80 say the Saxon chrouiolers; and i we
can't give them credence, we are naturally
led to inquire, ‘“What and whom ocan we
believe " It is ounly fair, however, toward
the Saxon chroniclers to admit this much,
that, within the last two or three centuries
sutiquaries bave discovered very wmany re-
wains of embankments, and that kind of
thing, throughout the whole course of the
supposed canal, snd they one and all aflina
that, if theso remains are not the evidences
sud proofs of the canal of Canute the Great,
why, then, they do not know what they are!—

The enemy has
ginee, by extraordionry exertions, opposed Lo (s
vewly-formed troops, and a large portion of the
inbabitants of Fravece have lorsaken their
peaceful, #nd by us unhindered vocatlons, in
order to take up arms. The enwmy was fre-
quently supetor o us in pumbers, but you
bave nevertheless ngnln defeated him; for valor
and discipline avd confidence In a righteous
cauge are worth more than numerical
preponderance, Al attempts of (hic enemy Lo
break tbhrough the jovestment lines of Parls
bave been firmly repulsed, often, indedd, with
wnny bloody sncritices, as at Champigny and
at Le Hourget, but with o heroism such as vou
bave everywlere digplayed tosards him. The
armies of the enemy, which were advanciog
from every direction to the relief of Paris, have
all been defeated. Our troops, some of whom
only n few weeks [ago stood before Metz and
Btrasburg, have to-day advanced as far as
Rouen, Orleans, and Dijon, and, among many
smaller viclorious engagements, two new ime-
portant  battles—those of Amiens and
the several duys' fight at Orleans
—have been added to our former
triumphs. Revernl fortresses have been con-

duty to express this to you. [ thank you all,
from the geveral to the common soldier. Should
the enemy poersist ina further prosecation of the
war, I know you will continue to show that
exertion of all your powges to which we owe
our great shiceess liitherto, until we wring {rom
bim an honorable peace, worthy of the grent
gncrificee of blood and life which have heen
offered up.
